I have  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  work  has  been 
carried  out  with  smoothness,  and  I wish  to  take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Mackay,  Dr.  Stead  and 
his  Staff,  and  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  various  Schools, 
the  Clerical  Staff  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  to  the  School 
Nurses  for  the  assistance  they  have  freely  given  at  all  times, 
and  to  you.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  continued  support 
which  I have  greatly  appreciated.

CO-ORDINATION. 


The  closest  co-ordination  exists  between  all  the  health  services 
of  the  Borough,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  being  also  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  while  the  Health  Visitors  also  act  as  School  Nurses. 

The  care  of  debilitated  children  under  school  age  is  under- 
taken by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 


SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

As  indicated  in  previous  reports,  the  building  of  several  new 
schools  and  the  reconstruction  of  others  has  taken  place  dmring 
recent  years.  These  buildings  are  all  of  excellent  design,  and 
are  in  accord  with  modern  ideas  for  securing  the  maximum  of 
light  and  fresh  air,  and  are  undoubtedly  having  a very  beneficial 
effect  on  the  general  health  of  the  children. 


MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Every  child  is  examined  at  least  three  times  during  its  school 
career,  as  an  “ Entrant,”  as  an  “ Intermediate  ” when  eight  years 
of  age  and  as  a ‘‘  Leaver  ” at  the  age  of  twelve. 

“ Exceptional  Cases,”  that  is  to  say  children  suffering  from 
various  conditions  such  as  Heart  Disease,  Epilepsy,  Crippling,  etc., 
sufficiently  severe  to  interfere  with  an  ordinary  mode  of  life  are 
examined  at  least  once  a year. 

In  addition  to  this,  any  child  who  is  ailing  or  who  has  recovered 
from  some  condition  which  is  likely  to  recur  is  examined  at  regular 
intervals  during  its  school  life. 


FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  defects  discovered  during  the  School  Medical  Inspections 
will  be  found  summarised  in  Table  2 at  the  end  of  this  report  and 
as  will  be  seen  from  this  Table  consist  mainly  of  visual  defects,  and 
defects  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat. 


UNCLEANLINESS. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  medical  inspections,  periodical 
examinations  for  cleanliness  are  made  by  the  School  Nurses  during 
the  year.  During  the  period  under  review  34,688  children  were 
examined  in  the  schools  and  of  this  number  826  were  found  unclean, 
a decrease  of  children  found  unclean  of  1 84  on  last  year’s  figures. 
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In  cases  where  uncleanliness  exists  notice  is  sent  to  the  parent 
calling  attention  to  this  fact  and  giving  instmctions  for  cleansing. 
If  at  a subsequent  re-examination  the  condition  is  found  to  persist, 
a more  strongly  worded  notice  is  sent,  but  it  is  found  that  in  the 
majority  of  cases  the  condition  is  remedied  after  receipt  of  the 
first  notice.  In  bad  cases  the  child  is  immediately  excluded  from 
school,  the  home  is  visited,  the  necessary  instructions  given  and 
the  child  told  to  report  to  the  Clinic  within  48  hours.  All  children 
thus  excluded  are  inspected  at  the  Clinic  before  being  allowed  to 
return  to  school,  and  in  every  case  during  the  period  under  review 
a sufficient  improvement  has  been  effected  without  resort  to 
prosecution,  although  the  kindly  assistance  of  the  inspector  of 
the  N.S.P.C.C.  has  been  invoked  on  occasions,  with  good  effect. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  arrangements  under  this  heading  remain  as  in  previous 
years,  and  have  worked  very  satisfactorily  during  the  period 
under  review. 

There  was  a bad  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  in  October  and 
November,  there  being  approximately  120  cases  during  this  period. 
Energetic  measures  were  taken,  and  a number  of  contacts  discovered, 
and  the  outbreak  was  finally  checked  without  it  having  been 
necessary  to  close  any  schools. 

There  was  rather  a demand  arose  during  the  outbreak  for 
immunisation,  and  while  not  liking  to  commence  a campaign  for 
immunisation  during  an  epidemic  it  seemed  too  good  an  opportunity 
to  miss.  I therefore  circulated  aU  head  teachers  simply  offering 
immunisation  to  pupils  who  desired  it,  and  without  any  further 
propaganda  of  any  kind  over  1,200  children  asked  for  immunisation, 
and  of  this  number  713  were  immunised  before  the  end  of  the 


year. 

I feel  that  such  a result  with  practically  no  propaganda  will 
justify  one  in  conducting  an  intensive  propaganda  campaign  for 


immunisation  early  in  1937.

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FOLLOWING  UP. 

Medical  Inspection  is  obviously  of  little  use  unless  an  efficient 
scheme  of  “ following  up  ” is  in  operation,  that  is,  satisfactory 
arrangements  made  for  the  school  and  subsequent  home  visiting  of 
cases,  foimd  at  either  routine  or  special  examinations  in  school, 
to  be  suffering  from  some  disease  or  defect.  Such  arrangements 
which  were  made  in  the  Borough  in  1931  continue  to  prove  very 
satisfactory  and  effective.  ^

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 

That  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinics  still  continue  their  sphere 
of  usefulness  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  2,188  children  made 
11,246  attendances  at  the  clinics  during  the  year.

TONSILS  AND  ADENOIDS. 

The  scheme  which  came  into  force  with  the  Royal  Hospital 
in  September,  1933,  has  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
under  review. 

Action  taken  during  1936  in  dealing  with  cases  of  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids  will  be  found  in  Table  IV.,  Group  3,  at  the 
end  of  the  report. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

I wish  to  extend  my  grateful  thanks  to  Dr.  Robertson  for 
his  continued  and  valuable  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  again  note  the  continued  small  incidence  of 
Tuberculosis,  and  especially  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  in  the  Borough 
school  children,  and  this  continued  low  incidence  is  imdoubtedly 
due  to  a great  extent  to  the  improved  hygienic  conditions  under 
which  the  children  are  working  in  the  new  and  reconstructed 
schools. 

No  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  discovered  at  routine  medical 
inspection,  but  during  the  year  one  case  of  Pulmonary  and  four 
cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  children  of  school  age 
were  notified  in  the  Borough. 

SKIN  DISEASES. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  of  Skin  Diseases  occuring  amongst 
the  school  population  are  treated  at  the  School  Clinics  and  fuller 
particulars  under  this  heading  will  be  foimd  in  Table  4,  Group  L, 
at  the  end  of  the  report. 

VERMINOUS  AND  DIRTY  CHILDREN. 

No  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year  under  either  the 
Education  Act,  1921,  or  under  the  School  Attendance  Byelaws. 
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EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASES. 

Under  this  heading  235  children  were  treated  at  the  minor 
ailments  Clinics,  this  number  being  mainly  made  up  of  children 
suffering  from  Blepharitis  or  Conjunctivitis. 

VISION. 

The  work  of  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic  has  again  gone  very 
smoothly. 

869  cases  of  defective  vision  and  squint  were  seen  by  the 
School  Oculist  during  the  year,  these  children  making  2,338 
attendances.  As  a result  of  these  examinations  374  pairs  of  glasses 
were  prescribed  and  of  this  number  341  pairs  were  obtained. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Muirhead,  the  School  Oculist,  for  the 
following  comments  on  his  work  at  the  Ophthalmic  Clinic  during 
the  current  year  ; — 

School  children  requiring  an  eye  examination  are  referred 
to  the  School  Eye  Clinic,  where  they  are  examined.  Urgent  cases 
reporting  to  the  School  Clinic  on  a day  on  which  the  Eye  Clinic  is 
not  sitting  are  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic  Department  of  the 
Chesterfield  Royal  Hospital.  Therefore,  a more  or  less  continous 
eye  service  is  provided  throughout  the  week,  both  during  the 
School  term  and  the  holidays. 

Glasses,  or  local  treatment,  or  both,  are  prescribed  at  the 
Eye  Clinic  when  necessary,  and  children  requiring  special  local 
treatment  or  operation  are  referred  to  the  Hospital  for  Out-Patient 
or  In-Patient  treatment. 

The  number  of  inflammatory  cases  is  comparatively  small ; 
rarely  are  they  severe,  and  generally  improve  quickly  with  treat- 
ment. Credit  must  be  given  to  the  vigilance  of  the  teaching  staff, 
who  insist  on  children  with  inflamed  eyes  reporting  at  the  Clinic 
without  delay. 

The  attention  given  to  the  eyes  appears  to  be  appreciated  by 
the  majority  of  the  parents,  and  they  are  willing  to  co-operate 
as  far  as  possible. 

In  some  cases  the  explaining  of  the  eye  defects  in  a simple 
way  to  the  parents,  and  even  to  some  of  the  children  is  very  helpful. 

The  parents  accompany  their  children  more  frequently  then 
formerly. 

The  School  Teachers  render  considerable  assistance  which  is 
much  appreciated,  in  helping  to  detect  cases  of  defective  vision, 
and  also  in  the  supervision  of  the  children  in  the  wearing  of  the 
spectacles. 


All  cases  of  squint,  at  whatever  age,  should  be  referred  to  an 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  without  delay.  Parents  are  encouraged  to 
bring  their  children  when  they  suspect  squint,  even  if  they  have 
not  attained  school  age.  Other  members  of  the  family,  accom- 
panying a child  with  a squint  to  the  Clinic,  are  examined  at  the 
same  time,  in  order  to  see  if  they  either  squint,  or  are  likely  to 
do  so,  or  require  glasses.  Too  often  it  is  too  late  to  commence 
treatment  of  a squint  after  the  child  has  commenced  its  school 
career. 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  very  helpful  in  referring  suspected 
cases.  The  earlier  treatment  is  commenced  the  better  the  progress. 
One  hopes  by  such  methods  to  reduce  considerably  the  number  of 
squint  operations,  and  also  to  avoid  the  long  drawn  out  conservative 
methods  of  the  treatment  of  squint. 

I am  hoping  to  put  forward  suggestions  for  a Squint  Training 
Department  as  soon  as  the  results  of  a research  into  the  value  of 
such  work  are  published. 

I am  pleased  that  the  setting  up  of  a special  Defective  Vision 
Class  is  contemplated  shortly  because  such  a class  if  formed  should 
prove  of  great  value.

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DENTAL  DEFECTS. 

7,479  children  were  examined  by  the  School  Dental  Officer 
during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1936,  and  of  this  number 
3,547  were  found  to  require  treatment,  and  2,868  children  were 
actually  treated. 
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Mr.  Littlar,  the  School  Dental  Officer,  gives  the  following 
report  on  the  School  Dental  Inspections  and  Treatment  : — 

The  Dental  work  undertaken  this  year  has  been  of  a similar 
nature  to  that  of  previous  years,  namely,  fillings  and  extractions, 
no  orthodontic  work  has  been  undertaken  except  in  those  cases  in 
which  treatment  by  extraction  would  remedy  the  irregularity,  but 
I think  at  some  future  date  some  method  for  supplying  orthodontic 
appliances,  where  necessary,  should  be  considered.  Of  the  7,479 
children  examined,  75.3%  accepted  treatment  at  the  Clinic,  an 
increase  of  5.3%  on  the  previous  year.  In  1932  the  percentage 
of  acceptances  was  66%.  23.1%  refused  treatment  against  28.2% 

last  year  (a  certain  proportion  of  these  children  obtained  private 
treatment)  and  1 .6%  did  not  return  their  consent  forms.  I consider 
the  number  of  acceptances  very  satisfactory,  as  it  proves  that  the 
attention  given  to  Dental  Defects  is  appreciated  by  the  majority 
of  parents,  and  that  they  are  willing  to  co-operate.  One  of  the 
most  fruitful  results  of  the  Dental  treatment  of  school  children  is 
that  adolescents  to-day  have  much  better  teeth  than  in  the  days 
before  School  Clinics  were  started,  and  this  should  go  a long  way 
to  preventing  chronic  ill-health  later  in  life.  A healthy  and 
functionally  efficient  mouth  is  one  of  the  main  factors  in  nutrition 
and  the  maintenance  of  health  generally  resulting  in  a more  alert 
child  and  reducing  absenteeism  due  to  toothache,  etc.  The  day 
to  day  absorption  of  small  doses  of  poison  from  neglected  teeth  may 
affect  almost  any  part  of  the  human  system.  Digestive  and  Rheuma- 
tic complaints  are  to  a great  extent  due  to  this  long  continued 
neglect. 

Through  the  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  Wills,  the  Inspector  of 
the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  a 
number  of  children  suffering  unnecessary  pain  through  the  per- 
sistent refusal  of  their  parents  to  allow  them  to  be  treated,  received 
treatment. 

The  Dental  Clinic  at  the  “ Mary  Swanwick  ” School  is  very 
much  appreciated,  and  the  attendances  there  are  very  good. 

I wish  to  thank  the  teaching  staff  for  the  work  they  have 
done  in  teaching  the  children  Dental  Hygiene,  also  for  urging  the 
parents  and  children  to  take  advantage  of  the  treatment  provided 
at  the  Clinic. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  for  children  of  pre- 
school age  continues  to  do  useful  work. 

CRIPPLING  DEFECTS  AND  0RTH0P.T:DICS. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  arrangements  under  this 
heading  during  the  current  year,  and  may  I again  express  my 
grateful  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the  Royal  Hospital  for  their  continued 
valuable  help  and  co-operation. 
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OPEN-AIR  EDUCATION. 

Owing  to  difficulty  with  the  water  supply,  Stone  Hay  camp 
could  not  be  used  this  year,  but  by  courtesy  of  the  Chesterfield 
Group  of  Toe  H,  Clod  Hall  Camp  was  placed  at  our  disposal  together 
with  their  resident  Commandant.  Consequently  the  loss  of  Stone 
Hay  was  not  so  acutely  felt.  Four  parties  from  the  Central  Boys’, 
Old  Road  Senior,  Hasland  Hall  and  Brampton  Junior  Schools, 
were  sent  for  a fortnight  during  term  time,  each  party  consisting  of 
eighteen  boys  and  one  teacher. 

“ William  Rhodes  ” Boys’  and  “ Peter  Webster  ” Boys’  each 
spent  a fortnight  at  the  Derwent  Hall  Youth  Hostel.

(h)  Tapton  House  to  S.  Malo  during  August. 

(i)  Derby  Road  Special  Class,  Settlement  Class  and 
New  Whittington  Senior  Girls’  to  the  Darley  Dale 
Hut  in  Jime,  July  and  August  respectively. 

(j)  Youth  Hostel  Centres  were  again  favoured  as  holiday 
centres.  Central  Girls’  and  “ Violet  Markham  ” 
Girls’  stayed  at  Overton  Hall ; New  Whittington 
Junior,  Hasland  Junior  and  Newbold  C.  of  E.  choose 
Hartington  Hall,  whilst  Derby  Road  Girls’  visited 
Ham  Hall.  Extremely  enjoyable  holidays  were 
spent  in  each  of  these  centres,  which  are  admirably 
located  for  enterprises  of  this  kind. 

SWIMMING  AND  SCHOOL  BATHS. 

During  the  close  season  the  Swimming  Bath  at  the  Central 
School  was  under  reconstruction.  The  old  galleries  and  boxes 
were  removed,  and  new  dressing  and  washing  accommodation 
provided.  The  unsightly  steps  made  way  for  stainless  steel  ladders 
and  handrails.  A completely  new  filtration  and  sterilisation  plant 
was  installed  and  the  whole  of  the  bathing  premises  repainted  and 
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re-decorated.  This  ambitious  programme  devoured  a fairly  large 
portion  of  the  time  that  the  Bath  is  normally  in  use,  but  its  opening 
finally  took  place  on  Monday,  June  15th,  and  the  children’s  pro- 
gramme was  in  full  swing  by  the  following  day. 

The  whole  of  the  available  time  at  the  Bath  is  now  reserved 
for  school  children.  This  has  resulted  in  a greater  degree  of  interest 
in  swimming  among  the  children  and  a greater  possibility  of  fostering 
their  interest.  For  the  first  time  this  year  Junior  Schools  have  been 
able  to  reserve  one  period  a week  for  their  own  use.  The  usual 
facilities  have  been  extended  to  the  Junior  Instruction  Centre  and 
the  Grammar  School.  Apart  from  these,  34  periods  were  allocated 
to  Borough  Schools  and  4,580  children  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  visiting  the  Baths  with  a twopenny  ticket  outside 
school  hours. 

The  usual  school  and  inter-school  sports  were  conducted, 
and  Mr.  Haywood’s  Life-saving  Class  again  achieved  e.xcellent 
results. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Conditions  imder  this  heading  remain  as  in  previous  years. 
I am  indebted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Schools  Athletic  Association, 
who  has  kindly  furnished  the  following  report  of  its  activities 
during  the  current  year. 

The  year  1936  has  been  a repetition  of  previous  years  in  that 
it  has  been  most  successful.  The  Council  fully  realises  that  such 
success  is  due  in  no  small  part  to  the  whole-hearted  help  of  many 
of  the  teachers  of  Chesterfield  who  are  only  too  wiling  to  help  in 
any  way  possible  to  make  the  various  activities  successful. 

Athletic  Sports. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Athletic  Sports  were  held  early  in  June, 
and  the  number  of  entries  was  slightly  higher  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Although  an  exceptionally  high  standard  of  performance  in 
past  years  has  been  responsible  for  records  of  exceptional  merit, 
five  more  were  broken  and  one  equalled  at  the  Sports,  and  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  for  the  fourth  year  in  succession  the  previous 
records  for  the  Hurdle  Races  in  both  the  Senior  Boys  and  Senior 
Girls  Sections  were  again  broken.  An  exceptionally  high  standard 
of  technique  is  being  reached  by  the  competitors  in  these  events. 

The  School  Championship  Trophies  were  won  again  by  schools 
which  have  previously  held  them,  with  the  exception  of  the  Senior 
Boys’  School  Championship  Trophy,  which  was  won  by  Hasland 
Hall  Modern  School  for  the  first  time.  They  thus  broke  the 
sequence  of  wins  by  the  “ Peter  Webster  ” and  Central  Modem 
Schools. 


County  Championships. 

The  Association’s  teams  competed  in  the  County  Champion- 
ships which  were  held  at  Hardwick  on  J une  20th.  Nine  Associations 
were  in  competition  and  again  the  Chesterfield  Association  ran 
out  winners.  The  boys’  team  beat  Derby  by  6i  points,  and  the 
girls  beat  Trent  Valley  by  8 points,  while  the  combined  teams 
won  the  dual  championship  by  a margin  of  19|^  points  from  Derby. 

As  in  previous  years  our  Association  was  undoubtedly  pre- 
eminent in  costume  and  general  athletic  bearing,  and  all  the  boys 
and  girls  who  competed  are  to  be  commended  on  their  efforts  to 
retain  the  trophies. 

Five  records  were  broken,  and  four  new  events  were  added  to 
the  record  list.  Of  these  records,  four  of  the  five  were  set  up  by 
Chesterfield  competitors,  and  the  record  in  each  of  the  four  new 
events  was  attained  by  Chesterfield  Junior  competitors.  The 
competition  for  the  Coimty  titles  is  now  extremely  keen,  and 
this  accoimts  for  the  fact  that  in  order  to  win  our  competitors 
must  break  existing  records. 

National  Championships. 

The  National  Championships  v/ere  held  at  Margate  on  July 
18th,  and  of  the  team  which  represented  Derbyshire  no  fewer 
than  five  were  selected  from  this  Association.  One  of  these  five 
gained  a standard  medal  in  the  75  yards  Hurdle  Race  with  a time 
of  11.4  seconds,  which  is  1.3  seconds  better  than  he  did  in  the 
County  Championships. 

Swimming  Championships. 

The  Annual  Swimming  Gala  was  held  on  October  2nd  in  the 
Central  School  Baths.  Entries  were  slightly  below  those  of  1935. 
The  whole  Gala  was  once  again  a highly  successful  venture,  a high 
standard  of  performance  being  attained  by  many  competitors. 

Three  new  records  were  set  up  ; the  records  in  the  25  yards 
and  50  yards  Free  Style  events  were  broken  by  the  same  boy,  who 
also  assisted  his  school  to  break  the  record  in  the  Team  Race  by 
the  considerable  margin  of  3.8  seconds. 

The  two  new  events  open  to  Juniors  were  not  as  well  patronised 
as  the  Association  would  have  liked,  but  they  certainly  showed 
that  there  is  plenty  of  talent  being  brought  out  by  the  new  scheme 
which  arranges  for  Junior  Schools  to  use  the  Baths  for  instruction 
in  School  time. 

County  Championships. 

The  Coimty  Championships  were  held  at  Derby  a week  before 
our  Gala,  and  the  difficulty  of  selecting  the  team  was  overcome 
by  organising  trials,  on  the  results  of  which  a small  team  of  boys 
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was  entered  for  the  Championship  events  only.  No  girls  were  taken, 
as  it  was  considered,  after  repeated  trials,  that  the  standard  was 
not  high  enough  to  warrant  the  expenditure.  One  of  the  team 
gained  second  place  in  the  50  yards  Free  Style,  being  beaten  by 
1 foot  in  a new  British  record,  while  two  of  the  others  gained 
second  and  third  places  in  the  Neat  High  Dive. 

Junior  Schools  Football  Section. 

The  Schools  were  circularised  as  usual  at  the  commencement 
of  the  season,  and  out  of  the  eight  schools  which  joined  the  Com- 
petition in  the  previous  season,  three  reported  no  ground  available, 
one  notified  withdrawal,  and  one  was  uncertain.  This  left  only 
three  schools,  and  it  was  decided  to  abandon  the  League  Competition 
and  to  hold  the  Cup  Competition  in  the  Easter  term. 

The  “ Turner  ” Cup  was  accordingly  played  for,  four  schools 
taking  part.  The  winners  were  St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Junior  School. 

Netball  Section. 

The  Annual  Inter-School  Competition  for  the  year  1935-36 
was  completed  successfully.  Many  good  games  were  played  .and 
there  was  keen  competition  for  the  Championship,  which  was 
eventually  won  by  the  Tapton  House  team. 

The  Knock-out  Tournament,  held  during  the  first  half  of  the 
season,  resulted  in  a win  for  the  Central  School.  This  team  conse- 
quently formed  the  nucleus  of  the  team  representing  Chesterfield 
in  the  County  matches.  The  Chesterfield  team  again  reached  the 
final,  but  was  beaten  by  the  Derby  team  in  a good  game  played  at 
Belper. 

Cricket  Section. 

The  inclement  weather  played  a very  important  part  in  last 
season’s  cricket,  causing  much  delay  in  the  playing  of  matches,  with 
the  result  that  we  found  ourselves  crowded  at  the  end  of  the  season. 
It  is  noticeable  each  season  that  the  fixtures  tend  to  be  rushed 
through  at  the  last  minute,  whether  the  weather  is  good  or  bad. 
We  realise  that  the  summer  term  is  very  crowded.  Much  of  the 
term  is  taken  up  by  camps,  visits,  training  for  the  inter-schools’ 
sports,  individual  schools’  sports,  swimming,  etc.,  and  it  is  doubtful 
if  we  can  continue  to  run  an  extensive  Cricket  League  and  play 
final  matches  and  representative  games  such  as  we  attempt  at 
present.  Football,  the  companion  major  game,  is  spread  over  at 
least  nine  months  of  the  year,  while  cricket,  perhaps  the  more 
difficult  game  of  the  two,  is  played  in  less  than  nine  weeks,  and  at 
the  same  time  as  the  other  activities  already  mentioned. 

The  result  of  this  is  obvious.  No  progress  is  being  made,  and 
school  teams  are  fielded  which,  apart  from  one  or  two  boys,  show 
that  very  little  coaching  has  been  done  and  that  the  simple  rudiments 
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of  the  game  have  not  been  learned.  In  some  cases  this  is  not  due 
to  lack  of  interest,  but  to  lack  of  time  and  suitable  wickets  on  which 
to  practice.  In  other  cases  it  is  due  to  the  shelving  of  the  game 
until  the  inter-schools’  sports  are  over. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

During  the  year  78,683  milk  meals  were  provided  to  school 
children.  Of  these,  71,782  were  free,  whilst  6,901  were  provided 
at  no  cost  to  the  Education  Committee.  The  cases  for  free  milk 
are  selected  by  the  School  Medical  Department  and  then  subjected 
to  a scale  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education,  taking  into  con- 
sideration income  and  members  in  family.  The  cost  to  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  of  this  scheme  for  1936  was  £220. 

The  state  of  nutrition  of  school  children  examined  at  routine 
medical  inspections  will  be  found  in  Table  2b  at  the  end  of  the 
report  and  does  not  show  evidence  of  any  appreciable  deterioration 
in  the  nutrition  of  the  general  body  of  school  children  in  the  borough. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  PARENTS. 

During  the  year  a fair  number  of  parents  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  routine  medical  examinations 
at  the  schools.  The  greater  proportion  of  this  number  is  com- 
prised of  the  parents  of  children  attending  infant  departments, 
the  percentage  of  parents  attending  the  examinations  of  children 
in  the  older  groups  being  small. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  the  continued  and  heartiest  co-operation 
of  the  teaching  staff  in  the  work  of  School  Medical  Inspection. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  OFFICERS. 

The  closest  co-operation  between  this  department  and  the 
School  Attendance  Officers  still  happily  continues,  and  is,  I venture 
to  think,  of  great  mutual  benefit. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  BODIES. 

The  Borough  Welfare  Department  continues  its  very  useful 
and  most  helpful  work  in  dealing  with  crippled  and  debilitated 
school  children  and  I would  like  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to 
Miss  Jones  and  her  staff  for  their  continued  and  most  valuable 
co-operation. 

Grateful  mention  is  made  here  of  Mr.  WUls,  Inspector  of  the 
National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children.  The 
Inspector  pays  regular  visits  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  and 
discusses  with  him  cases  which  it  is  thought  advisable  to  keep 
under  observation.  His  work  is  most  valuable  and  helpful  and  is 
much  appreciated  by  all  the  School  Medical  Staff. 
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BLIND,  DEAF  AND  DUMB,  DEFECTIVE  AND  EPILEPTIC 

CHILDREN. 

At  the  end  of  1936  there  were  8 children  receiving  care  in 
special  residential  schools  and  in  addition  to  this  number  there 
were  101  mentally  defective  children  receiving  training  in  special 
classes  attached  to  four  of  the  elementary  schools  in  the  Borough. 

NURSERY  SCHOOLS. 

There  are  no  Nursery  Schools  in  the  Borough,  but  Nursery 
Classes  have  been  successfully  carried  on  at  the  following  schools  : — 
Highfield  Hall,  Whittington  Moor  Infants’,  Brampton  Infants’, 
Hipper  Street  Infants,’  and  Edmund  Street  Infants.’ 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  arrangements  under  this  heading  remain  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.
